WASHINGTON, Jan. I4.--(A P)

“But for those districts of the 


livestock 
farm ing 
increases the

The agricultural expert also said 
the present day farmer, in order to

must 
operate his 
business on a carefully studied and 
well balanced program. He refer- 
red particularly to the various 
kinds and acreage of crops of grain 
and grasses to be produced annu­ 
ally and also to the kinds and num­ 
bers of the livestock to be produc­ 
ed. He declared the present agri-4 
cultural problem to be one large­ 
ly of reducing acreage and of pro­ 
ducing more on less ground.

Of 
course we should like to see the matter dosed 
successfully, in order that these cities might re­ 
ceive the benefits, in order that the South and 
the nation might share, but insofar as depending 
upon the solution of the question—these cities 
have quit that long ago.” 
There is not an Albany-Decatur citizen who 
has not been interested in the Shoals proposals 
and has watched press accounts of congressional 
land has not watched press accounts of congres­ 
sional fury with more than ordinary study, but 
citizens here have turned toward the greater job, 
they have turned toward the building of a city 
withoüt tho aid of the solution to Muscle Shoals 
controversy. 
This problem of building a city is a big prob­ 
lem, a problem which requires care in everyj^tep, 
we are cautious as yet for we are only trying 
our wings. The reason other industrial projects 
have not'Been-developed immediately is more or 
Mis for, /«he reason that the populace as a whole 
desires to waft awhile and watch the outcome of 
the last, and first, big project. People desire to 
study the elements, the effects, the results. We 
do not know yet how R fedls to be in* the ©enter 
of actual good bqagiom. Business heretcfore has 
. htCAQt the spasmddlt várietyi good at one sdasonr 
poor at another; we are wondering if this condi­ 
tion will cease and in that wondering we are fac­ 
ing one of the greatest problems in city building. 
We arc attempting to find out how t<f keep busi­ 
ness going all th e ’tin m, avoiding the slump as 
well as the spurt. Spurting ope week and slump­ 
ing the next may méen thO^sa 
same thing in the 
long run to the average business man, but it does 
nut necessarily dictate t% | a sound business con­ 
dition exists. 
Thé reason for making such an 
assertion is merely this: Should an unusual con­ 
dition arise, the good week, or the good month fail 
to show up, then our substantial working basis 
is taken from us, the cane with which we walk 
is kicked from out the hand, the slump is more 
than can be stood. To offer a solution to such a 
problem would be very much like telling the other 
fellow how to run his business, a business which 
he has studied for perhaps a quarter of a century. 
You will say that is only ethical for the news­ 
paper man to advocate consecutive advertising, so 
take that advice as you see fit, the writer believes 
it.for he has seen it in the working. Yet add to 
that advertising, try some of this thing succos- 
ful men talk about, try this method of early to 
work and late to go home, try the tdethod of 
smiling, try an additional dose of courtesy, try 
buying to please the public rather than making 
selection on the basis of what has been done in 
the past, try effective display of merchandise, 
try to get all the free advertising from those who 
«ell to you, use advertising material of the direct 
method, use newspaper space, sec that your em­ 
ployes know what they are talking about when 
they suggest this or that to the prospective pur­ 
chaser. See that the salesmanship employed in 
the establishment is not the type that overloads 
to such an extent that the purchaser must quit 
buying for the next two months in order to meet 
obligations incurred on the first visit to the es­ 
tablishment. 
The writer believes that a new 
method of doing business is one of. the greatest 
factors in the building of the city, a project 
among the projects which soongr or later will 
determine the expansion of trade facilities within

this location. 
We may lurfl U* the 
Importance 
of 
paving 
projects, building of schools, curb markets, office 
building, apartment houses, 
bridges, 
parkway 
improvements, yet it must occur that the first 
step is in making enough money to pay for these 
things, for the taxpayer is the person to whom 
such obligations ultimately fall. Thus it is seen 
that if the plan of business is not at top notch 
speed all the time, then therfe is going to be a 
slump in this business of building a city. 
There isn’t a single merchant in these cities 
who does not desire to build his business, not a 
single merchant who is not open to suggestion as 
to how his business may be built. 
This news­ 
paper, a service organ of the people, is constantly 
listening for constructive criticism from the hosts 
of readers, suggestions upon how the product 
may be bettered. 
The newspaper 
likg every 
other business, is attempting to escape from that 
inexplainable slump and spurt condition which is 
no*w existing. 
When we put over this project then the other 
factors will come readily, business riien will have 
an opportunity to take care of x-ivic affairs,

Alabama has a direct interest

tion brings. Florida first attacked 
the law passed 
by 
Congress in 
192G which permitted a credit of 
is much as 80 per cent on Federal 
Inheritanée taxes when inheritance 
‘.axes are levied by the states. This 
law has had the effect to largely 
destroy any 
advantages 
which 
Florida and Alabama may derive 
from their refusal to impose these 
.axes. And the United States Su­ 
preme Court has now sustained the 
Federal law on the ground that 
Florida has suffered no injury by 
reason of its enforcement. 
Of course, Florida will have, to 
)ow to the decision of the highest 
jourt in the land, but the move­ 
ment to annul the law has not been 
halted. Senator Fletcher of Flori­ 
da has introduced a bill to take the 
Federal Government entirely out 
>f the field of inheritance taxa­ 


tion, He introduced a bill to dofbo 
as soon as the court threw cu»6qae 
Florida tax case. Back in 1923 re­ 
presentatives of thirty-two Sftftte 
Government* appeared before the 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee ttemandlng the repeal of Feder­ 
al inheritance laws. This has been 
demanded since and ia being urged 
now. I the Florida tax-case deci­ 
sion helps put an end to Federal 
taxation of the dead the suit Will 
not have been in vain.
